Manny has learned every aspect of the 
business. He werked in the machine 
shop, he did mechanical engineering 
at RMIT and now he’s handling the ad- 
ministration. When Manny turned 21

Margaritis had problems galore after 
joining Hellas from Juventus, which he 
guided to the 1985 national champion- 
ship.

There was 
the McKendry hangover — the residu- 
al influence of the previous coach, 
which however, lingered for not much 
more than a month, according to Ane- 
zakis. “Some were upset that 
McKendry had gone, but I didn’t really 
care,” he says, “because I knew I had a 
better chance under John Margaritis. 
Under John I’ve already played six se- 
nior games.” 

Margaritis also was the centre of a 
much-publicised move against him, ap- 
parently prompted by the impression a 
player gave chairman Chris Christo- 
pher over lunch one day. It led to a

Juventus, Margaritis decided to fill the

That confusion 
will never happen again. 

“In the first half, I copped an elbow from 
Mullen and I saw stars. I thought I had 
concussion. At half time, some players 
told me to come off but there was no 
way I was going to throw in the towel. I 
had to prove to myself that I could 
make it.” 

Anezakis started with Hellas along with 
Angie Postecoglou, George Kalogeros 
and Greg Kassidas, all aged 11. In 1984, 
all four were in the Hellas team that

beat Melita Ezgies 3-2 In the national 
youth final at St George Stadium in 
Sydney. Anezakis was the captain. “We 
went down 1-3, came back at I-l, went 
down 2-1, came back to 2-2 and then 
won 3-2,” he remembers. “It was the 
best game of my life.” 

And it made up for all these lesses in the 
junior leagues. “Hellas was always sec- 
end or third behind Port Melbourne. 
We just couldn't get the better of Peter 
Tsolakis, Joe Palatsides, Aki Kotzami- 
chalis and Mehmet Durakovic, the 
Port Melbourne stars,” he says. “Later, 
at under 16 level, they were joined by 
Andrew Zinni and Mike Petersen, 
which made them even stronger.” Tso- 
lakis now plays for Heidelberg-Alexan- 
der, Palatsides, Durakovic, Zinni and 
Petersen for Juventus and Kotzami- 
chalis for Polonia. 

The first championship for Anezakis 
came in 1982, when he and Postecoglou 
played in the Hellas side that won the 
Victorian State League reserves title. 

It was the following year, 1983, that both 
of them made their senior debut in the 
State League. (Hellas, which had taken 
over Hakoah, had a State League side 
as well as its NSL team. Postecoglou 
came in first, against Juventus, but 
was dropped the following week, creat- 
ing a vacancy for Anezakis against 
George Cross. Postecoglou returned 
the following week and they were reg- 
ulars for the rest of the season — Ane- 
zakis at centre-back, Postecoglou in 
midfield or at full back. Jim Arm- 
strong, still the all-time top scorer of 
the State League, was their coach. 

Surprisingly, neither Anezakis nor Poste- 
cogtou represented Victoria as juniors. 
“We used to make the regional sides, 
but we didn’t have that feeling of soc- 
cer being No. 1 in our lives,” Anezakis 
says. “We'd be having a really good 
time in soccer but when it came to 
State training, everything was too seri- 
ous. We wanted to muck around a bit 
more. But I don’t think it hurt us, Most 
of the kids who played for Victoria 
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ioe ed Sebastian Giampacto, Harry 
G Wiliams. 4

From those of 
my generation, only Steve Gojevic 
(Croatia), Petersen, Zinni and JOhn 
Campelj (George Cross) really have 
made it.” 


From fellow defenders Blair, McDowall 


and Russell, Anezakis has learned 
much over the years — positioning, de- 
laying, when and when not to tackle. 
He was renowned at junior and youth 
levels for his powerful surges upfield, 
and his goalscoring prowess. But he’s 
supressing that urge, preferring to 
play it safe until he has consolidated 
his position in the Hellas team. 


“John Margaritis has spoken to me and 


Steve Blair about going forward. He 
wants us to contribute a bit more, but 
it’s difficult. If one of us goes forward, 
we leave two on two at the back. We 
haven’t worked on Russell or Postecog- 
lou coming Inside to cover for one of 
us, but if we did, I’m sure it would work. 
I'd like te do it and if I get better, I 
wilL” In 1984, when Hellas won the na- 
tional youth title, Anezakis scored 
eight goals. In junior competition, he 
scored regularly, but that was easy, he 
says. “If you’re going to make it in se- 
nior soccer, then it’s so easy in the ju- 
niors. Sometimes I'd get five and six 
goals in one game. Of course it got 
harder and harder as you stepped up 
into older age groups. Angie was the 
same. Both of us would get hat-trick 
diplomas from ‘Soccer Action’ every 
week. We were wrapt seeing our 
names in ‘Soccer Action’ all the time.” 


Had he decided to join Heidelberg, Ane- 


zakis would have continued his asseci- 
ation with John Kanesoulis, who did 
make the switch from Hellas earlier 
this year. He still feels for Kanesoulis 
ever controversial incidents in late 


19 
Kanesoulis was to go to Singapore with a 


national selection for the Merlion Cup, 
in preparation for the World Youth 
Championships the following year. 
Hellas coach McKendry told Kanesou- 
lis he didn't want him to go, because he 
was required for the NSL finals. Kane- 
soulis finished up playing only as a sub- 
stitute, a role any of the other reserves 
could have played. Kanesoulis believes 
to this day that it caused him to be 
omitted from the national youth team 
for the finals of the WYC in the USSR. 


“McKendry and others at Hellas proba- 


bly believed it was important to keep 
the squad together for the finals. Per- 
haps had Con Kiakes played as a sub- 
stitute, rather than Kanesoulis, things 
may not have gone as well for us. I 
really don’t know, Maybe it helped us 
win the championships, but it wrecked 
John. All I know is that had it been me, 
I'd have gone to Singapore no matter 
what anyone said and if someone had 
tried to stand in my way, I wouldn't 
have thought much of him.” 


Apart Irom wanting to play in the side he 


hopes will win the 1985 championship, 
Anezakis also plans revenge for his 
Greek representative team in the 1985 
Qantas World Cup, to be played at 
Green Gully Reserve, St Albans, in No- 
vember and December. The competi- 
tion is for players representing their 
countries of origin. “We came third 
last year, beaten on penalties by Eng- 
land. Scotland reached the final, yet 
we'd beaten them 4-l. It was a top 
Greek side, and had it not been for 
Theo Selemidis and Phil Diamataris 
being sent off and suspended from that 
game against England, I’m sure we 
would have won the final. We'll make 
up for it this year, though. It’s a fantas- 
a ee and we really want to 
win it.”

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Maclaren: Gardiner has 
made Cross great

That was in 1978 when Seku 
larac coached the new York 
Eagles in the American Scccer 
League, and Maclaren played 
as Striker or on the wing. “I 
used to be fast,’’ says 
Maclaren. 

His origins as a forward put 
him at odds with George 
Cross coach John Gardiner, a 
former midfielder and later 
sweeper. ; 

“I've had a few differences 
of opinion with John,” he ad- 
mits. “I feel we're a better 
team than we lead people to 
believe. We're very good de- 
fensively but we don't exploit 
our attacking ability as much 
as we should. We use only two, 
at the most three forwards 
whereas we could draw more 
men forward and develop a 
different style. I reckon we've 
drawn a lot of games we could 
have won, although I suppose 
we also drew a few we could 
have lost. But apart from that, 
Gardiner is one of the best 
coaches I've dealt with, and 
he’s a good guy.” 

He’s also Scottish, which 
helps. 

Maclaren didn’t get along 
with Doug Collins, so he de- 
cided to leave Canberra when 
Collins joined. “I’d been used 
to better coaches, like Atti 
Abonyi, George Murray, John 
Brown and Vic Fernandez,” 
says Maclaren. “I didn’t like 
Collins’ aloof and arrogant 
attitude. What’s more, he was 
English. I don’t mind taking it 
from Gardiner, but not from 
an Englishman.” _ 

Needless to say, Maclaren is 
a Scot. He played for Hearts of 
Midlothian as a professional 
from the age of 16, and for 
Dunfermline after returning 
from his six-month stint with 
the New York Eagles. 

“Seki was a great forward, 
and he’s a good coach. He was 
a charismatic figure in the 
States, but I had communica- 
tion problems in the team. 
Only four guys could speak 
English,” Maclaren says. “I 
ran into him here a while ago, 
and we shook hands and he 
smiled but I don’t think he 
knew what I was trying to get 
across to him? 

Sekularac, coach of Foot- 
scray JUST, can’t speak Eng- 





lish either. Incidentally, 
Maclaren’s team-mates in the 
US included Peruvian interna- 
tional Ramon Miflin and Para- 
guayan star Pedro Molinos. 
Just as Maclaren was leaving, 
Brazilian international Edu 
was signing up. ; 

In Scotland, Maclaren 
played alongside Jim Cant 
(Canberra, Marconi, Hakoah) 
and John Stevenson (Hakoah, 
SM-Hellas, George Cross) at 
Hearts, and Alex Robertson 
(Hakoah) at Dunferline. He 
played against Willie Murray 
(Wollongong) and Tom Steven 
(ex-APIA) who were with Hibs. 

And his brother Ross, who 
was a guest player with George 
Cross a couple of seasons ago, 
recently was voted Derby 
County's Player of the Year. 
Derby has been promoted 
from the English Third Divi- 
sion and Ross Maclaren is 
tipped to be the next captain. 

Don Maclaren was prompt- 
ed to come to Australia by Jim 
Cant. “Jim got together with 
the Canberra president, Char- 
lie Perkins, and next thing I 
know, there’s a plane ticket 
waiting for me — unbeknowns 
to the coach, Vic Fernandez, 
who was marked for the 
bullet.” 

Canberra was getting crowds 
as high as 5009 at the start, and 
enjoyed an extremely good 
season with players like the 
O'Shea brothers, Richard Wil- 
son, Harry Williams, Sebastian 
Giampaolo and Terry Byrne. 
“Then rugby league and bas- 
ketball started taking a lot of 
supporters away which is a 
shame because the facilities at 
Bruce Stadium are tremen- 
dous,” he says. 

Getting back to George 
Cross, he has no doubts that 
John Gardiner is the man be- 
hind the club’s success. “He's 
taken the team [from nothing 
to the edge of the top five last 
season, and I’m sure we'H be 
in the finals this year,” he 
says. “But credit also has to 
go to the boys who have 
worked so hard to get the 
results. 

“Unfortunately, we haven't 
had anyone to put the ball into 
the net regularly. 

“Carl Gilder is the best tar-

ing for the ball and holding it, 
he's not a Scorer, and we’ve 
had no-one able to work off 
him properly. We had Ossie La- 
tif last year, but the club sold 
him and we've been missing 
him. Noel Mitten’s been play- 
ing alongside Gilder but he's 
more of a Winger and he’s not 
the fastest. Mark Lennon’s 
very fast, but he’s been in and 
out of the team. I hope our new 
player, Andy Edwards, will do 
the job when he recovers from 
injury. I've seen some videos 
from England and he’s scored 
some cracking goals. He’s an 
Alun Evans type.” (Evans Is 
the former South Melbourne 
Hellas star). 

Maclaren has high regard 
for goalkeeper Sean Keogh 
who came. into the team when 
Lou Kastner was injured. “It 
was unfortunate for Lou, but 
Keogh has done a fantastic job, 
making tremendous saves 
even without the penalties he’s 
stopped. 

“Then there’s John Mar- 
kovski, an ace in the pack. 
The boy’s a genius. All he 
needs is a bit more 
experience. 

“And we've got a few in re- 
serve yet, like Andrew Marth, 
who could be playing right 
back next year. Tom Mar- 
kovski, John’s older brother, 
also could force his way into 
the team.” 

The George Cross youth 
team is on top of its ladder, and 
for that Jimmy Rooney de- 
serve most of the credit. He 
coaches the youth team and 
also helps Gardiner with the 
senior side. 

“Gardiner tends to concen- 
trate on not letting the opposi- 
tion score,” Maclaren says. 
“Rooney is the exact opposite. 
He says if you lose two goals, 
you simply score three. They 
make a good combination.

State 
in 87?

There’s a move afoot to split the NSW State 
League into two divisions next year. 


That move could gather momentum at a special general 
meeting of NSW clubs to be announced in a fortnight. 

The general meeting held last week ended in a stalemate. 
Three proposals for Jeague restructuring forced by the NSL’s 
switch to a 14-team, one-league format next year all failed to 
gain the two-thirds majority vote required to formalise them. 

“We are very much aware of our obligation to accept all the 
National League clubs heading our way but the manner in 
which we accommodate them into our set-up requires much 
more thought,” said‘NSW federation secretary Aulden Brown. 

It was expected that last week’s special meeting would ratify 
a State League board of management pian to form a 14-team 
State League next year. That plan would have relegated the 
clubs that finish in the last four places in State League this year, 
frozen promotion and relegation throughout First, Second and 
Third Divisions for a year and welcomed back the six clubs 
expected to get the boot from the Northern Division of the NSL. 

Those clubs could be Canterbury, Inter Monaro, Canberra 
Olympians, Wollongong, Blacktown and Newcastle Rosebud 


United. 


That plan was made known to the clubs before last week’s 
general meeting and enough clubs had given tacit approval to it 
(o prompt an air of optimism among NSL federation bosses, 
However, many clubs must have had second thoughts before 


voting. 


The plan wasn’t pushed through at the meeting so two more 
proposals were formulated, both involving promotion and rele- 
gation for Second and Third Division clubs. These proposals 
also failed to gain the support of two-thirds of the clubs, so it’s 
back to the drawing board for the time being. 

One of the proposals to be put before the next special general 
meeting could be a plan te split State League inte two divisions. 
That way, the clubs that expect to be relegated this year will be 
appeased and Second and Third Division clubs also will benefit. 

A two-division State League competition might be run along 
the lines of the present NSL set-up. That would involve 24 clubs, 
so many Second Division clubs would be promoted, a move that 
would have a flow-on effect upon Third Division clubs.
